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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As to claim 1 ; what does the phrase "and having a predetermined processing 
applied thereto higher that the other end" mean? What is "a predetermined 
processing"? Is a noun missing after the word "processing"? 

As to claim 9; "the target object" lacks antecedent basis. ^ 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1 ) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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♦ 

4. Claims 1-5, 9-1 1 , 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Lzu et al. 

Lzu et al teach a method of delivering a wafer to a wafer processing machine, 

including: inclining the wafer 10 by making one end disposed on a chuck 20 (See Figure 

n 

4); and allowing a transfer mechanism 30, 31 hold the wafer. 

As to claims 1-3, 5, 9, 10, 13, 14; the "wafer processing machine" (col. 1, lines 8- 
9) is suggestive of the claimed "processing" limitation. Also, the wafer is targeted for 
processing. Finally, the chuck may be deemed to be a table, as is readily supports. 

As to claim 4; note that the wafer is parallel to the chuck 20 in Figure 3, and the 
different heights in Figure 4. 

As to claims 9, 10; note pins 26, 27, 28 and 29. 

As to claiml 1 ; note that the pins 28/29 must move at a different speed than pins 

26/27. 

As to claims 15, 16; this description ("inspection" of claims 15 and 16) appears to 
be a statement of intended use only, as it does not add to the apparatus claim. In the 
alternative, it is known to test wafers either prior to or before "processing" (of Lzu). 

As to claim 16; the disclosure just uses the term "pincette" as another word for a 
transfer mechanism, and elements 30, 31 of Lzu are a transfer mechanism (note the 
term "gripping" on col. 3, line 10, of Lzu). 

5. Claim 12 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Yamasaka teach a pincette 14.
